Regarding claims 1-15, the prior art fails to teach an ESD protection circuit in 

which a capacitor of an RC module is formed by a thick native gate oxide of a transistor, 
in combination with the other limitations in the claims. 

Applicant's arguments that there would be no motivation to replace a thick gate 
oxide of a transistor with a thick native gate oxide of a transistor to prevent leakage and 
that the motivation to use Shau (6,343,045) frustrates the motivation to use Anderson et 
al. (US 6,310,379) are convincing.
